Lineups at gates 

People can line up starting 

at 1:30 p.m. on Thursday and 
Friday, and at 7 a.m. on Saturday 
and Sunday. No overnight, 
please. 


The perimeter fence will be 
roped to preserve spaces 

for those who line up early.

One tarp per 
person, please.

wheelchair sites. 


¢ People who use wheelchairs 
may listen to the main stage 
artists in a designated listening 
area just west of the main 
stage. 


e Power lines on site are ramped 
or rerouted to reduce or 
eliminate obstacles and allow 
the free movement of 
wheelchairs. 


e In the event of inclement 
weather, volunteers will assist 
people with disabilities off the 
site or to sheltered areas as 
quickly and safely as possible.

Hearing 

Deaf & Hard of Hearing Services 
(Calgary) is pleased to provide 
technical services to the Edmon- 
ton Folk Music Festival to allow 
hard-of-hearing people to better 
hear live musical performances 
through the latest digital FM 
technology. This will be the first 
time that digital FM technology 
is available. While magnetic 
Induction Loop Systems have 
been used at the festival since 
1991, FM technology will deliver 
superior audio fidelity. 


Equipment specialist Mike 
Keeping will set up Phonic Ear 
OnWave Large Area Digital FM 
transmitters at each of the eight 
performance areas of the site. 


There will be 24 receiver units 
available at no charge. An 
assortment of receiver listening 
accessories (headphones, 
silhouette inductors, induction 
neckloops) will be on hand to 
ensure the best possible sound 
regardless of whether or not the 
user wears a hearing aid. 


Each performance area will be 
broadcasting on a different 
frequency and the receiver units 
are frequency-selectable. This 
allows users to move from stage 
to stage while using the same 
receiver unit. 


You simply tune in to the fre- 
quency of the stage you are at. 
Transmitters will be located at 
the sound board and have a 
range of signage will be on 
location to show which frequency 
is in use. The transmitters have a 
range of up to 300 feet. 


Users can sit anywhere they like 
in the seating areas of each stage. 
The main stage will have a 
specially marked seating area for

The esteemed title of griot runs 
in Seydou Zon’s family. In West 
African history, griot (pronounced 
gree-oh) was the time-honoured 
name bestowed upon 
storytellers whose task is to 
document tribal histories and 
genealogies. 


Seydou, who was born in Bobo 
Dioulasso, Burkina Faso, 
learned this tradition from his 
father and passed it on to his 
children, to whom he also 
passed on the ability to play 
traditional African instruments. 


He also brought the family to 
Canada. Zon was playing on a 
European and North American 
tour with the international 
African band Farafina, when he 
fell in love with Montreal, and 
decided to stay there and start 
his own musical group. 


He realized that his children 
would be the ideal band mates.

To Arlene Bishop, music is 
another way of telling a good 
story. Whether the tale is about 
the future or the present, 
whether told by a raconteur or 
troubadour, the mesmerizing 
power and message continues 
to enthrall listeners. 


Arlene is an innovative singer- 
songwriter who incorporates 
elements of both styles in her

musicians may mutter a few 
words to introduce a song, 
Bishop’s between-song banter 
sprouts wings and soars into 
the spontaneous telling of 
stories. These are not just off 
the-cuff remarks.

She is a playwright, too. Bishop 
is the co-writer of the one- 
woman Fringe festival play Joan 
of Montreal.

Undeterred, the duo moved 
back to Toronto in the mid-’80s, 
when punk and new wave 
saturated the airwaves, and 
formed Blue Rodeo. 


Combining country with punk, 
rock and the balladeering of 
folk, Blue Rodeo released its 
first album Oudskirts in 1986 and 
since then has attracted a legion 
of devoted fans. 


After 15 years of dabbling in 
pop, country blues and acid- 
rock, the boys earned fresh 
acclaim for Palace of Gold, a 
funky country and Memphis 
R&B combination tied together 
with horns and strings. 


Something old and new, 
something borrowed and blue. 
The other members of the 
band are Bazil Donovan, Glenn 
Milchem, James Gray and Bob 
Egan. LG

Bonnie Bramlett’s 
latest CD is called I’m 
Still the Same, and it’s a 
darned good thing. She is 
simply one of the best female 

R & B singers who ever got up 
on stage. 


At 15, she made musical history 
by being the first white woman 
to tour with Ike and Tina 
Turner as an Ikette. 


In 1967, Bonnie headed to Los 
Angeles where she met and 
married musician Delaney 
Bramlett. As a duo they headed 
to Memphis, becoming the first 
white artists to join a roster of 
all black R&B greats with Stax 
Records. 


By 1970 Eric Clapton was in the 
band, and Bonnie became the 
chief songwriter, creating such 
memorable hits as Let /t Rain, 
Bottle of Red Wine and Coming 
Home. With Leon Russell, she

created an anthem for the era 
Please Give Peace a Chance and 
Superstar, a huge hit for The 
Carpenters. 


Delaney and Bonnie split up in 
1973, and Bonnie began a solo 
career in Los Angeles. She 
toured with Stephen Stills and 
then the Allman Brothers 
Band, becoming the only 
existing “Allman Sister” in the 
1980s. 


She also had a bit of an acting 
career, appearing in the TV 
series Fame and in the movie 
The Doors. In 1991-92 Bonnie 
had a recurring role in the TV 
show Roseanne. At its end, she 
withdrew to the Cascade 
Mountains of Idaho. At the 
urging of friends, she moved to 
Nashville in 1999. Re- 
energized, she has created new 
music, as fine-tuned as ever. MP

Fresh out of the nation’s capital, 
Jim Bryson brings a strong dash 
of character to rootsy rock 
music. 


Influenced by great melodic 
storytellers such as Paul 
Westerberg and Joe Jackson, Jim 
likes to tell it like it is from the 
perspective of the average Joe. 
There’s a lot of gruff humour in 
his songs, and in the engaging 
stories he tells during his live 
performances. 


So far his career has been what 
you might call underground, 
but a number of successful 
artists — Sarah Harmer and 
Kathleen Edwards to name two 
— have acknowledged his 
influence and invited him to 
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play on their recordings. 
Edwards has compared seeing 
Jim perform to a bomb going 
off, an experience that totally 
changed the way she crafts 
songs. 


Although he makes it sound 
easy, there’s a subtle 
sophistication to Bryson’s 
music. He even spent a year 
studying piano at university with 
a view to writing film scores, but 
he traded his Swatch fora 
skateboard, and went back to 
rock ’n’ roll. 


Jim Bryson has been 
performing and getting into 
trouble in the Ottawa area since 
his early teens, including a stint 
in the speed-rock band called 
Punchbuggy. Although he has 
since learned how to slow down 
and smell the coffee, in no way 
has he mellowed out. His music 
won't punch you in the face, 
but it might just knock you off 
your feet.

Even if you’ve never heard any 
of Rodney Crowell’s 10 albums, 
you ve heard his music. J Ain’t 
Living Long This, Elvira, 
Heartbroke, Till I Gain Control 
Again, Ashes By Now, Queen of 
Hearts...the list goes on and on. 


Rodney hails from Houston, 
Texas, but moved to Nashville 
in 1972 after deciding he 
wanted to be a songwriter. It 
wasn’t long before his songs 


were coming to the attention of 


the likes of Guy Clark and 
Townes Van Zandt, and by 1974 
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he was touring with Emmylou 
Harris and his songs were 
featured on her albums. 


By 1977 he got signed to his 
own record deal and left 
Emmylou’s Hot Band, and 
hasn’t looked backed since. His 
tunes have been recorded by 
hundreds of artists ranging 
from the Grateful Dead to Andy 
Williams (go figure). 


He virtually stopped touring 
between 1994 and 2001 to raise 
his four daughters, which 
provided a breakthrough for 
Rodney to reinvent himself as 
an artist. His latest disc, Fate’s 
Right Hand, addresses a lot of 
adult themes such as mortality, 
trying to live in a changed world 
and how a man of 50 has to dig 
deep inside himself to find new 
meaning in this old world. As 
Rodney says, “there is no 
instruction manual on how to 
whistle past the graveyard of 
poor choices.”

The Dixie 
Hummingbirds 

United States 

“In the beginning, after the 
Word and before there was rap, 
hip-hop, disco, punk, funk, 
metal, soul, Motown, rockabilly, 
even before bebop, doo-wop 
and the big band swing, there 
was The Dixie Hummingbirds,” 
according to soul music icon 
Isaac Hayes. 


These ironmen of gospel 
marked their 75th anniversary 
last October with the release of 
Diamond Jubilation, a CD that 
makes it very clear what all the 
fuss is all about. 


The pioneering force behind 
the modern gospel quartet 
sound, the Birds began their 
remarkable musical pilgrimage 
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in 1928 under the guidance of 
gospel great James B. Davis, 
who was then 12 years old. After 
singing together in church and 
high school, the young singers 
went on the road for 10 years to 
establish their reputation. In 
1939 they started releasing 78s 
for the prestigious Decca label 
and later appeared on Apollo, 
Gotham, OKeh and Peacock 
labels. 


In the ’40s they were wowing 
audiences at New York’s 
integrated nightclubs, backed 
by legendary jazz saxophonist 
Lester Young. In 1966 they 
stunned the audience at the 
Newport Folk Festival. Several 
years later they backed Paul 
Simon on his smash hit, Love me 
Like a Rock. 


The early Birds were singers in 
the jubilee tradition, a style 
characterized by vigorous 
shouting and growling, but 
ultimately their success rested 
on the careful balancing of 
tradition and innovation, a skill 


that is obvious in Diamond 
Jubilation. The current version 
of the Birds consist of Lyndon 
Baines Jones, William Bright, 
Carlton Lewis, Jermaine 
Jackson and Ira Tucker, Sr. sp

Josh Graves, and hasn’t looked 


back since. There are few 
people more in demand for 
sessions than Jerry Douglas. He 
has been on an astounding 
1,000 albums , backing up 
everyone from Ray Charles to 
Emmylou Harris to Phish. He 
has spent a lot of time 
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performing and recording with 
the other masters of new 
acoustic music, including bassist 
Edgar Meyer, mandolinist Sam 
Bush and banjo player Bela 
Fleck. He’s also a Soggy Bottom 
Boy, and his Dobro can be 
heard on the soundtracks O’ 
Brother as well as Cold Mountain. 
These days he’s a regular 
member of Alison Krauss and 
Union Station, one of the top 
artists in country and bluegrass. 
He’s also fronting his own 
band, The Brickbats, featuring 
guitarist Mark Cosgrove, fiddler 
Gabe Witcher, drummer Larry 
Atamanuik and bassist Derek 
Jones, who will treat the festival 
with a unique amalgam of 
bluegrass, jazz, classical and 
rock ’n’ roll.

Lucky Dube 

South Africa 

Lucky Dube brought reggae 
music to South Africa, and 


helped bring freedom to that 
nation. 


Inspired by musicians like Peter 
Tosh, Bob Marley and Jimmy 
Cliff, Lucky abandoned a 
successful career as a Zulu 
mbaqanga singer to embrace 
reggae and become a leading 
voice for freedom during South 
Africa’s struggle to break free of 
apartheid. As a mbaqanga 
singer he had several gold- 
selling albums, but after 
releasing Rastas Never Die, the 
first reggae album recorded in 
South Africa, he made a 
tremendous impact on his 


country’s movement towards 
freedom. The white-led 
government banned the album 
and kept it off radio, but Lucky 
kept singing, writing and 
recording. By the time he 
released Slave, his third reggae 
album, Lucky was drawing in 
excess of 50,000 people to his 
concerts in Johannesburg. 


In 1989, together with another 
60 South African musicians, 
Lucky Dube toured France, a 
stepping stone to the global 
stage. He performed in the 
United States, South Africa and 
made history in 1991 when he 
appeared at Jamaica’s famous 
Reggae Sunsplash Festival. 


Lucky has continued touring 
and recording, all the while 
garnering accolades and 
building fan support from 
Australia to Ghana, from his 
Zulu homeland to Edmonton. sp

Fredheads are born every day in 
honkytonks, at festivals and 
even in venues like church 
basements in big cities and one-

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One of Canada’s hardest- 
working musicians, Fred 
Eaglesmith lives mostly on a 
tour bus with his band, creating 
legions of fanatics who follow 
him from Vermont to 
California, and all over Canada. 


A prolific songwriter with 13 
CDs and tapes to his name 
including an official bootleg 
released last year, Fred earns his 
fans one by one, on stage. Like 
the roaring trains he often sings 
about, he is an unstoppable, 
charmingly cocky musical force. 
A poet-mechanic in a white 
undershirt, he sings songs about 
farming, dogs, trucks failin’ and 
garage sales. His funny, vivid, 
diesel-stained tales set to 
country and bluegrass rhythms 
have earned him particular 
fame among his American 
peers. Last year, Chicago’s 
TwangOff Records released an 
Eaglesmith tribute album 
featuring the likes of Texas 
singer - songwriter Slaid Cleaves, 
the edgy Mary Gauthier and Jay 
Bennett, formerly of Wilco. 


The subject of a new Dutch 
documentary shot during a 2002 
visit to Friesland, his father’s 
homeland, Fred credits 
Buddhism for keeping him 
grounded. A sizzling band, 
including the legendary Willie 
P. Bennett, Darcy Yates, Roger 
Marin and Dan Walsh, helps 
keep him moving, and the 
number of Fredheads keeps 
growing.

If you happened to catch 
Michael Franti at the Calgary 
Folk Music Festival two years 
ago, you'll recall how this six- 
foot-six tower of power, with a 
wave of his arms and a 
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command to stand, had 
thousands of people dancing in 
a rain storm. 


Michael, a San Francisco 
purveyor of all things funk, hip 
hop, soul and reggae, only 
recently joined the folk circuit 
having witnessed how his anti- 
war, anti-corporate message 
finds deep purchase among folk 
patrons. Playing Edmonton’s 
festival is a homecoming of sorts 
as he lived here for a year when 
he was a teenager. 


Last spring, he told a writer he 
and his bandmates had earned 
the ultimate in activist 
credibility: they had become the 
subjects of U.S. military 
surveillance. “I don’t have 
anything to hide,” he told the

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San Francisco Bay Guardian. “I 
make music, I sing songs about 
working for human rights. I’m 
not doing anything illegal.” 


Michael started making 
“conscious music for the 
masses” in the 1980s with a 
band called the Beatnigs before 
drawing wide recognition and a 
loyal following with The 
Disposable Heroes of 
Hiphoprisy, a rap band he 
formed in 1992. Since then, the 
37-year-old songwriter and 
activist has toned down the 
anger and cranked up the love 
under his latest incarnation, 
Spearhead. Siay Human, 
released in 2001, mixes groovy 
musical tracks with a pair of 
faux radio show hosts counting 
down the minutes to the death 
penalty execution of a fictitious 
black activist. His latest 
recording, Everyone Deserves 
Music, appeared on best album 
lists across the country in 2003 
and features Michael at his 
funkiest and most soulful. LG

It’s August and the Festival 
House Band is back together, 
this time backing up the great 
rockabilly star Wanda Jackson.

Nobody plays or fly-fishes like 
Amos Garrett. It only takes one 
or two bars of a solo to identify 
that inimitable multi-string 





bending, finger pluckin’ 
melodic style. Amos played one 
of the most famous guitar solos 
in pop music history on Maria 
Muldaur’s Midnight at the Oasis. 
But he’s also an accomplished 
acoustic swing player, fronting 
the Cold Club, and will be 
performing an acoustic set with 
mandolin legend David Wilkie.

The Handsome 
Family

In a quiet street in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
where every day at 4 p.m. the 
ice cream man rolls by playing 
Greensleeves, lives the Handsome 
Family. They're a strange duo, 
the husband and wife team of 
Brett and Rennie Sparks, known 
for lilting melodies with lyrics 
that remind one of modern 
fairy tales filled with fright and 
despair, death and alienation. 


They originally met in Chicago, 
living there for several years and 
releasing five CD’s filled with 
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their brand of Edgar Allen Poe 
influenced alt-country. “ The 
Handsome Family are certainly 
country, with Brett Spark’s 
Johnny Cash baritone 
accompanied by traditional 
banjos, Dobros, autoharps and 
mandolins. And with Rennie 
Spark’s darkly skewed lyrics, 
they are also undeniably 
alternative,” read one review. 
“They rip holes in the veil 
between this world and the next 
as they sing of haunted 
supermarkets, madness, singing 
toads, a lake that can be visited 
only in your dreams and 
whispering shadows.” Their 
fourth album, Jn the Air, was 
named by Spin magazine as one 
of the “best 10 records you 
didn’t hear this year.” 


In 2002, they left Chicago for 
Albuquerque, hoping to train 
rattlesnakes to become world- 
class pickpockets. But they 
continued making music, 
recording Singing Bones in their 
rundown garage studio. 
Musicians were attracted to the 
sessions, Brett Sparks says, “with 
a beer can tied to a string.” 


Strange they are. Kind of like 
the Addams Family if they 
played both kinds of music:

Haugaard and Hgirup 
Denmark 


Offstage, Haugaard and Hgirup 
are like most of their Danish 
countrymen: quiet, 
unassuming, polite to the point 
of almost being Canadian. But 
onstage the guitar and violin 
duo comes alive, playing with 
aggressive authority and 
passion, peppering their song 
introductions with a dose of 
silly humour and lowering the 
barriers between performer 
and audience. 


“It’s much more like being at a 
barn dance or somewhere you 
participate in the music rather 
than simply spectating,” wrote 


one critic. In 1998, Morten 
Alfred Hgirup, one of the 
groundbreaking figures in 
Danish folk music, and Harald 
Haugaard, a classically trained 
violinist who was considered 
one of the best young folk 
musicians of his time, became 
partners, creating not only one 
of the most successful groups in 
Danish music, but one of the 
most exciting teams in 
European folk music. 


Specializing in an elegant 
mixture of traditional Danish 
music and original 
compositions, Haugaard and 
Hgirup have performed 
throughout Europe, North 
America and Asia, attracting 
standing ovations and acclaim 
from audiences and critics 
previously unfamiliar with 
traditional Danish music. 


“Everybody seemed touched by 
the sincerity and simplicity of 
the lyrical traditional tunes and 
songs while the high-energy, 
rhythmic numbers went down 
like a storm and received 
massive cheers and applause,” 
read one review.

Though inspired by the great 
singers of the 1940s and 50s, the 
Don Williams, Crystal Gayle and 
Dolly Parton records of her 
parents and the contemporary 
melodies of Ron Sexsmith and 
Gillian Welch, Andrea didn’t 
pick up a guitar until she was 
26. Under the tutelage of local 
fret master Terry McDade, she 
started writing her own songs 
and, after McDade nudged her 
onto an open stage, dispelled 
her musical jitters and recorded 
the EP Twilight in 2001.

Wanda Jackson is known as the 
First Lady of Rockabilly, and 
with good reason. 


She was probably the first 
female rock singer. She hung 
out with Elvis, sang with Jerry 
Lee Lewis, and drew a huge 
following in such countries as 
Japan and France, where she 
was known as Hurricane 
Wanda. 


She has been recording for 50 

years, and has a catalogue of 60 
albums, 8-tracks, cassettes, and 
CDs. 


Jackson recorded and toured 
the world until 1980 when she 


devoted herself to Christian 
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music and only appeared 

in churches and church- 
sposnored events. 

Rosie Flores named Wanda as 
her inspiration and it was a 
guest appearance on her 1995 
album that led Jackson to 
return to secular music after 15 
years as a gospel artist. 


In 1999 the various artist 
compilation Rebels and Outlaws: 
Music From The Wild Side Of Life 
was released. It had been 38 
years since Wanda sizzled the 
airwaves with Riot In Cell Block 
Number Nine and she was the 
only woman to have a song on 
this album (it’s the one with 


Johnny Cash’s famous one- 


fingered salute on the cover). 


Last year’s outstanding Heart 
Trouble album shows this 
vivacious vocalist’s power 
remains undiminished and 
young-sounding, combined 
with the depth of feeling that a 
lifetime’s singing allows her to 
express. 

This is her debut performance 
at the Festival, where her main 


stage set will be backed up by

Jaojoby 

Madagascar 

Eusebe Jaojoby may be the King 
of Salegy but unlike many 
monarchs, he wasn’t born into 
his title; he earned it. The 
oldest of 15 children, Eusébe 
was introduced to music while 
singing in the church choir. For 
years he struggled as a musician 
in his homeland of Madagascar, 
performing in clubs at night 
and slowly integrating 
traditional Malagasy music into 
his set of current hits and 
international pop songs. 


At the same time, he was 
performing in villages 
throughout the island and 
during those celebrations, he 
developed the musical style that 
would become identified with 
Madagascar: salegy. “Salegy,” 
wrote one critic, “is to 
Madagascar what reggae is to 
Jamaica. It is accordion-driven 
fusion of traditional and 
modern instruments that 
scorches the dance floor, music 
for dance and celebration, 
music of laughter and 
forgetting.” Inspired by 
traditional songs and 
instruments, salegy is jubilant, 
highly danceable music with a 
6/8 beat. 


Eusébe’s use of modern musical 
instruments may now be 
considered an inspired 
innovation to the traditional 
sound, but it was a practical 





decision. “In order to make 
people to dance, Malagasy 
musicians took those electric 
instruments to get more 
decibel,” Jaojoby says. “So the 
music is Malagasy, the music is 
traditional but the instruments 
are universal, modern. Salegy is 
a music for dance, for clubs. 
What I want is to make the 
people to play.” 


Jaojoby was named the King of 
Salegy in 1987 after his song 
Samy Mandeha Samy Mitady 
became a massive hit 
throughout the island. wa

Few songwriters can tap into the 
heart like Martyn Joseph. 


The man who penned Dolphins 
Make me Cry, Working Mother and 
Let’s Talk About it in the Morning 
has scored some notable 
achievements during his 20-year 
musical career. He has 
performed on both sides of the 
Atlantic to critical acclaim and 
has toured with Chris De Burgh, 
Joan Armatrading, Jools 
Holland, Suzanne Vega, Art 
Garfunkel and Janis Ian. 


Martyn’s strength is in the 
lyrical narrative. From protest 
songs to musical psalms and 
laments of a culture gone awry, 
this contemporary troubadour 
and interpreter is steeped in the 
spirit of musical legends such as 
Woody Guthrie, Ewan MacColl 
and Hank Williams. His albums 
catalogue an impressive archive 
of our times and tribulations as 
well as our wonder and wounds, 
yet his music and lyrics exude 
passion and humour. 


After catching Martyn in 
concert, one observer likened 
the experience and musical 
content to “the beautiful 
business of being alive with all 
its jokes, absurdity and sadness, 
seared by music for the heart 
and head.” sp

Kaki King

Thumping bass lines, tapping 
melodies, and slapping 
percussion on her guitar, Kaki 
King is a tiny tornado, wreaking 
acoustic havoc on her guitar 
and her audience. This 24-year- 
old native of Atlanta, Georgia 
graduated from New York 
University with a degree in 
Russian history and music 
composition, which qualified 
her to perform in the subways 
as her day job and pull beer in a 
club at night. 


Kaki released her first album in 
2002, a collection of songs that 
she had composed during her 
college years. To do that, she 
bummed studio time from 
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Kaki King 


friends, and fellow musicians all 
over Manhattan. This lead to a 
two-month residency at New 
York’s Knitting Factory and got 
the attention of the Velour 
Music Group. She joined the 
Velour artist, Lettuce, on a West 
coast and Northeast tour. 
Everywhere she captivated the 
boisterous crowds. 


Largely self-taught, she rarely 
employs standard tuning.

Ireland 

Ron Kavana’s first festival 
appearance in 1992 says a lot 


about the performer. Billed as 
Alias Ron Kavana he wound up 


closing the Festival — if not 
stealing it. 


The scheduled final act for 
Sunday, Toots and the Maytals, 
was a last-minute no-show. Ron 
stepped in to fill the slot and his 
impromptu set became a 
highlight of the weekend. 


He took the stage with a 
cobbled-together crew that was 
as diverse as the music they 
played. Anchored by Amos 
Garrett and the House Band, 
Kavana pulled in Arcady and 
David Lindley for a set that 
lifted the hill to its feet. Perhaps 
the defining moment came 
when Ron launched into the 
Little Feat classic, Dixie Chicken, 
and the band embraced it as its 
own. 


His performance shouldn’t be a 
surprise considering his 
background and the people 
with whom he’s played and 
recorded. Born in Ireland, he’s 
been at the forefront of 
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Ron Kavana 


contemporary Celtic music and 
has spent considerable time in 
England playing with the likes 
of Charlie Watts, Elvis Costello 
and The Pogues. 


But he’s also tapped into 
country and R&B, working with 
Doug Sahm and even Clarence 
“Frogman” Henry. His career 
has spanned more than two 
decades and considering he has 
played here half a dozen times; 
it’s not surprising he wrote a 
tune called The Edmonton Reel.

This duo could be described as 
a pair of musical gypsies who’ve 
gone beyond Ireland’s borders 
and returned home with new 
and fresh approaches to 
traditional music. They’re 
known as masters who’ve each 
been playing for several 
decades.

A quartet of the tallest women 
you'll ever see returns to the 
festival, and every time they visit 
they draw children (and their 
parents) in droves. First of all, 
you can’t miss them when 
they’re almost three metres tall 
— but they also dress in 
flamboyant costumes and 
present wild stories. 


Members of Mortal Coil call 
their work interdisciplinary art 
—a combination of stilt dance, 
African dance, singing and 
acting. 


Their performances are 
choreographed to last up to 15 
minutes, and include: Dinosaur 
Dig, as three comedic 
paleontologists discover a living 
Tyrannosaurus Rex, and then 
attempt to restrain the huge 
beast. 


Or, they may treat everyone to 
Kakilambe, the high-energy 
African inspired stilt dance that 
features intricate choreography. 
Another dance, The Muses, 
features Erato (erotic love 
poetry), Terpsichore (dance 
and music), Clio (history), and 
Urania (astronomy), who 
perform ancient dances, and 
the self-explanatory Carnival/ 
Disco Queens. 


The society began in 1990, and

Earl Scruggs 


Earl Scruggs with 
Family and Friends 
United States 

Banjo players are often the butt 
of jokes in bluegrass bands, but 
nobody ever jokes about the 
importance of Earl Scruggs to 
American music. 


Scruggs first picked up a banjo 
at the age of four. By the time 
he was 10 he had developed his 
world-famous, three-finger 
picking style, a style that 
revolutionized banjo-picking. In 
1945, as a member of Bill 
Monroe’s Bluegrass Boys, he 
met a fella called Lester Flatt 


and the rest, as they say, is 
history. 


The duo started an early 
morning radio show in 
Nashville, joined the Grand Ole 
Opry and during the late 1950s 
and by the ’60s, they had a 
syndicated TV show. They made 
the Ballad of Jed Clampett from 
the Beverly Hillbillies a No. 1 
hit and Foggy Mountain 
Breakdown a standard. Flatt and 
Scruggs didn’t invent bluegrass, 
but you can’t mention the 
genre without their name being 
involved. For decades, Flatt and 
Scruggs brought bluegrass to 
the world, roaring across 
decades, crossing generations 
and genres, constantly 
challenging themselves and the 
genre, and finding new 
audiences. 


For the past 35 years Earl has 
been recording and touring 
with the Earl Scruggs Revue, a 
band that incorporated electric 
instrumentation and explored 
music outside the bluegrass 
box. He has also recorded and 
played with a wide variety of 
contemporary artists, almost 
everybody from Elton John to 
Dwight Yoakam, Sting to 
Johnny Cash, Billy Bob 
Thornton to John Fogerty. Now 
80, and with recently released 
double CD, The Essential Earl 
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Scruggs, his pickin’ hasn’t 
slowed with age. WA

In 1983 Geoffrey Kelly, John 
Mann and J. Knutson formed a 
group called Evesdropper. The 
trio played with a love of music 
for very small amounts of 
money. They wisely changed 
their name to Spirit of the West, 
and they remain headliners 20 
years later. 


There have been personnel 
changes through the years, but 
Mann and Kelly have been there 
from the start. Knutson departed 
after the second album and was 
replaced by Hugh McMillan. 
Later, Linda McRae joined. With 
this line-up they produced their 
first major label release in 1989, 
Save This House. 


They added drummer, Vince 
Ditrich before recording Go 
Figure in 1991. Musical growth 
came, with some electric guitar 
and other instruments. This 
new direction offended some of 
their earliest fans as not strictly 
traditional folk, but gained new 
fans at home and abroad. 


Their next album Faithlift lifted 
the band to platinum sales 
status, with successful radio hits 
and international stature. 


More CDs followed in the mid- 
*90s, and more new directions 
as the group played with 
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symphony orchestras across 
Canada, including the 
Edmonton Symphony 
Orchestra. 


After these exhausting years the 
group was at a crossroads. Linda 
McRae left to pursue her solo 
career and the group pared 
down to 4, bringing in Tobin 
Frank as a special guest. In 
1997, they recorded Weights and 
Measures in England. 


Over the past year Spirit of the 
West has been rejuvenated, 
celebrating its 20th anniversary 
and doing its first tour for 
several years. MP

His first independent EP, 
Honking At Minivans, sold 
about 1,000 copies.

Distribution. With co- 
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production from singer- 
songwriter Tolan McNeil 
(guitarist for Carolyn Mark) 
and reverent nods to Bob Dylan 
and Paul Simon, Spoon may 
finally get the attention he 
deserves.

The Strawbs 
England 


With more than 40 years of 
history under the belt, The 
Strawbs are returning to their 
acoustic roots. 


Originally called the Strawberry 
Hill Boys after an area of 
London where they rehearsed, 
the lads had their start in folk, 
blues and bluegrass, influenced 
by everyone from Leadbelly to 
the Limeliters. 


Founded by Dave Cousins and 
Tony Hooper, the Strawberry 
Hill Boys became a staple group 
in the UK folk boom of the ’60s, 
performing their own mixture 
of folk and pop and even 
recording an album with the 
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legendary Sandy Denny before 
she joined the Fairport 
Convention. 


Following the pulse of the times, 
the Strawbs expanded their 
sound, fusing visceral 
songwriting in dramatic art-rock 
arrangements and becoming 
one of the seminal bands of the 
progressive rock era. Keyboard 
whiz Rick Wakeman, who 
eventually became a huge name 
with Yes, gave the Strawbs a 
much more orchestral sound. 
The band scored hits with their 
albums Grave New World and 
Bursting at the Seams, and 
developed a cult-like legion of 
fans. 


Now, 25 years later, the Strawbs 
have reincarnated as an acoustic 
folk trio, with co-founder 
Cousins and key members 
during the halcyon days, Dave 
Lambert and Brian Willoughby, 
performing new tunes and 
reworking old ones to an

traditions of genuine western 
music truly come alive. 


A native of San Francisco who 
moved to Alberta in the ’70s, 
David has become somewhat of 
a scholar in the origins of the 
melodies that would have been 
sung by dusty cow punchers 
around the campfire. He has 
gone to their sources in Ireland 
and Scotland, and found the 
places where Gaelic and western 
music meet, where sagebrush is 





wrapped in tartan. This 
resulted in three recordings 
with Cowboy Celtic, which got 
wide attention on both sides of 
the Atlantic. 


He was also a member of the 
Great Western Orchestra, the 
duo he formed with keyboard 
player and acclaimed songwriter 
Stewart MacDougall that 
roamed the wide range of what 
is known as country and western 
music. 


And to boot he is one fine 
mandolin player — so fine that 
he earned the name Mandolin 
Kid, the title of his first album. 
He was a member of Ian 
Tyson’s band, the Chinook 
Arch Riders, and contributed to 
some of Tyson’s finest work 
back in the early ’80s. He also 
backed up Diamond Joe White, 
another Alberta legend. For the 
festival David will performing 
acoustically with Amos Garrett 
MS 


Hawksley Workman 
Quebec 

Getting a handle on Hawksley 
is an adventure in itself. He 
offers little in the form of 
‘concrete’ information about 
himself, and presents a 
mélange of personalities, a 
character who cut ice from the 
river or shined the shoes ata 
tap-dancing school. 


But his music is real. Hawksley 
has been described by the Daily 
Telegraph as “an eccentric 
Canadian of enormous 
charisma, Hawksley displays vast 
musical ambition on his third 
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Hawkesley Workman 


outing. Lover/Fighter boosts the 
swagger of Bowie, the dynamism 
of U2, the poetic intimacy of 
Tom Waits.” Another reviewer 
typifies his show as being a 
combination of Vaudeville, stand- 
up comedy, art happening, and 
that he’s a singer-songwriter’s 
singer-songwriter. 


Well, that last part is always up in 
the air, but he’s definitely one of 
a kind. He’s also a multi- 
instrumentalist and played 
everything on last year’s Lover/ 
Fighter album, as well as 
produced it. He was up fora 
Juno this year for Best 
Songwriter, and won the Best 
New Artist in 2002. 


Having spent time in Paris, he’s 
toured with the likes of David 
Bowie, Patti Smith, New Order, 
The Cure, Marianne Faithfull 
and Noir Désir. His live show is 
supposed to be the way to 
experience him, and, now, we’ll 
get to see what he’s up to for 
ourselves. SA

Having managed volunteers for 
the Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival for the past 15 years, I 
continue to be overwhelmed by 
the willingness of hundreds of 
incredible people to come back 
every year and devote thousands 
of hours to make this festival 
happen. It is truly my pleasure to 
facilitate their contribution. This 
year marks 25 years of volunteers 
coming together to be part of 
this great effort. 


Over the years, the number of 
volunteers has grown to about 
2,000 in 42 crews, delivering 
diverse services from traffic 
control to face painting in the 
family area to cleaning the site.

This is possible, in part, because 
90% of our volunteers return 
year after year. 


Our crew coordinators offer us a 
wealth of experience. 
Coordinators have an average of 
more than 10 years of working 
with us. They willingly 
contribute many hours planning 
and delivering their crew’s 
effort. We couldn’t deliver the 
quality festival experience our 
patrons are accustomed to 
receiving without all these folks. 


Another treat for me is watching 
young people join as 
Enviropower volunteers and 
grow in maturity and leadership 


ability over the years, including 
taking on crew coordinator 
roles. As the years roll, by ’'m 
confident that there will be 
enough new volunteers joining 
the ranks. It pleases me to see 
that many young volunteers are 
the children of volunteers.

"There's nothing better to do on 
a long weekend or something 
but jump into the car, drive out 
to a festival and hang out and 
listen to some good music," said 
the native of Newfoundland.

I’m writing this on Saturday 
June 26, the day after we sold 
out of weekend passes for our 
25" festival. Hmmm, It must be 
a coincidence that we have sold 
10,000 passes and Natalie 
Merchant used to sing with 
10,000 Maniacs. Your ongoing 
fervour for buying advance 
tickets has allowed us to put 
everything in place to provide 
an exceptional musical 
experience. 


This is my 18th Edmonton 
festival - two as a guest and 
sixteen on staff. I have memories 
of many weekends of perfect 


weather, of storms missed 
by 30 minutes and the 
odd rainstorm that hit. I 
have memories of 
colleagues, friends, 
family, artists and of 
those no longer with us.

But for now, I will pretend it is 
Thursday evening, opening 
night. 


At this time of the festival Iam 
always in awe of how well our 
volunteers run the festival. With 
2,000 volunteers we once again 
have become Edmonton’s 
largest functional family. 
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And the festival unfolds. I look 
over and there is Clive Alcock of 
Allstar Sound at the sound 
booth. We are in good hands. 

I look over the whole site and 
remember all the changes over 
the years that brought us to this 
point. There are lineups at the 
food booths and the beer tent is 
starting to hum. There is a 
steady stream through both 
gates and the sun is shining. 
Well, why not? 


It is all familiar and still exciting. 
With a cell phone in my pocket, 
I’m ready for the weekend. 


My first priority — and biggest 
worry — is whether the 
performers are all arriving on 
time. Missed airline connections 
are a constant problem. 
Thankfully we can usually adapt 
and in a worst case scenario, we 
have enough talent here for two 
main stages. 


This opening night offers a 
classy start to the weekend, 
topped off by Rodney Crowell’s 
first appearance at the festival 
since 1987. 


On Friday night the sessions 
start. If you are at Stage 3 you 
will notice that we are recording, 
as we plan to release a DVD/CD 
of the 2004 festival with archival 
footage added. You will see 
signage from Folkways Alive! as 
we have entered into a new 
partnership with the University 
of Alberta (see Page 130). 1 am 
very pleased with the addition of 
Friday sessions, and see it as a 
continuing feature of this 
festival. The main stage concert 
following the sessions, starting 
with Lucky Dube, is high energy. 


Saturday is generally my 
favourite day. Gallagher Park is 
a fine sight and site when all the 
workshops are up and running. 
There are many returning artists 
as we celebrate our silver 
anniversary. As usual, you'll have 
to choose for yourself from the 


seven stages. If there are not at 
least two stages vying for your 
attention, then I haven’t done 
my job. Head to main stage at 2 
p-m. for Blue Rodeo, which is 
always a welcome addition. I 
remember 600 of their fans 
buying tickets at the gate during 
an all day downpour in 1994. 
Now it’s Round 2 of the day’s 
sessions, and at this point I know 
that I will put Jerry Douglas, 
Martin Simpson and David 
Lindley together this afternoon. 
Then it’s back to main stage. We 
have had many special Saturday 
nights at the festival and this one 
promises to rank with the best. 


Sunday dawns and with some 
sadness that it is the last day of 
the festival until Thursday 
August 4, 2005. Today there will 
be a memorial session for 
Tooker Gomberg called “Green, 
Green Rocky Road.” I generally 
ran into Tooker at the festival or 
on a bike path. I hope he would 
be pleased with our efforts in 
the recycling area. Canadian 
folk festivals lost another great 
friend this year with the passing 
of Estelle Klein. As the artistic 
director of Mariposa in its early 
years, Estelle set a high standard 
for all future Canadian festivals. 
They will both be missed. 


Sunday is less tense than 
Saturday as all of the artists have 
usually arrived by this time. 
There are plenty of sessions to 
take in and Spirit of the West 
celebrates the band’s 20th 
anniversary on main stage at 2 
p.m. Then there are more 
outstanding sessions before an 
exciting Sunday evening concert 
and the finale. 


I start to think about next year. 
Will there be more African 
artists touring? How about some 
acoustic blues? There is still the 
Sunday night closing party 
ahead with all the celebration, 
goodbyes and relief that it is now 
holiday time after a busy 
summer. 





The future of the festival looks 
as bright as ever. Due to your 
tremendous support in buying 
passes in advance, the festival 
continues to be in a very strong 
position with all our systems 
operating smoothly and all our 
capital needs met. Our Board of 
Directors has decided to set up 
an endowment fund to help 
ensure our current success 
continues for many years. If you

It has been a wonderful 16 years 
working for the festival. There 
are so many to thank. We 
couldn't do it physically, 
financially or with the same 
spirit if we didn’t have 2,000 of 
the best volunteers in the world 
of folk festivals. 


I have enjoyed the ongoing 
support of funders, sponsors, 
our neighbours in Cloverdale, 
media, colleagues from other 
festivals and, of course, loyal 
patrons. 


And then there are the 
hundreds of artists who have 
given their best for us and have 
done so graciously. I have also 
enjoyed the company, guidance 
and friendship of dozens of 
full-time, part-time, seasonal and 
contract staff over the years. 


I believe our best days are still 
ahead. Of course, it is about the 
music, but this being a Canadian 
folk festival, it will always be 
more than just the music. It will 
be about community.

I’m always amazed that the world 
keeps turning outside Gallagher 
Park in the second weekend of 
August. 


Babies are born, people die, 
stores are open, traffic rolls 
through the streets, the 
Mindbender still churns at the big 
mall. 


But anyone who knows our family 
doesn’t bother calling during the 
Folk Fest. We’re not home. 


We've only missed a couple of 
festivals over the past 25 years due 
to circumstances beyond our 
control. We plan our summers 
around that one August weekend. 


I covered the first festival for the 
Edmonton Journal. I’ve played at 
it twice. In 1981 the River City 
Ramblers, a rough-around-the- 
edges bluegrass band, was the first 
act ever to play main stage in 
Gallagher Park. Twenty years later 
I played with the Chicken Snails, 
a rough-around-the-edges 
bluegrass band. That’s progress. 
My wife Anne played the family 
stage in 1985 in a puppet 
company called The Moon’s A 
Rabbit. 


I've been blown away by more 
acts than I can remember, done 
countless tarp runs, elevated my 
cholesterol count with elephant 
ears and run into just about 
everybody I’ve ever met at the 
festival. At least everybody who’s 
worth knowing. 


But my most vivid memories of 
the festival will always be watching 
my family grow up on that hill. 


Actually it started just before our 
first boy was born. In ’81 Anne 
was two weeks away from having 
Louis, and told her hero, Jesse 
Winchester, that she planned to 


play his music when she 
was in labour. In his 
southern accent he 
replied: “Ah’m 
honoured, Ah’m deeply 
honoured.” 


The kids came, and we 
still went to the fest, 
rain or shine. 
Sometimes I wondered 
while packing four 
seasons’ worth of 
clothing for a family of 
five, along with 
strollers, tarps, diapers, 
food, juice boxes, 
sunscreen and the rest 
for 14 hours at the fest. 
The weekend might 
leave us exhausted, but 
there was never any 
doubt we'd be back 
next year. 


The experience evolved over the 
years. Starting with babies and 
toddlers, we spent a lot of hours 
in the family area, along with face 
paint, Imagination Market and Al 
Simmons, a.k.a. Owl Cinnamon. 
Back at the tarp in the evening, 
we'd be changing diapers, 
wrapping them up in blankets, 
getting them off to sleep, and 
protecting them from getting 
trampled on in the dark. 


Those early years had their 
moments I'd love to forget, like 
the time I defaulted on child care 
for... was it really that long? Or 
the time Louis accidentally 
dropped his Coke in the 
outhouse just as k.d.lang was 
about to start. I remember 
carrying a terrified Norah across 
the pedestrian bridge in a 
crashing thunderstorm. 


In the days before the hill was 
full, sliding down the steep east 
corner on cardboard boxes was a 
huge attraction. It was liberating 
for the kids and for us as the leash

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lengthened, and the festival 
grounds always felt like a safe 
place to let them roam. As they 
got older, and the thrill of 
holding a candle started to fade, 
they started wandering with their 
buddies even after dark. Pretty 
soon we saw very little of them. 
In later junior high and early 
high school years there was a lot 
of suspicious hanging around 
the green shack with a huge 
gang, with only the occasional 
obligatory check-in at the family 
tarp. 


But last year we lucked out in the 
lottery, ending up two tarps from 
main stage for the amazing 
Saturday night concert. All of a 
sudden we had a huge gaggle of 
teenagers crowding our elbows 
just in time for Norah Jones. 
They're a folk fest generation. 


This year Louis is in the throes of 
engineering exams in Victoria, 
but the rest of us are in 
Gallagher Park. Look for us at 
stage left. And don’t bother 
calling until Monday.

A couple of years ago, while 
visiting Edmonton for the folk 
festival, Melanie DeMore of 
Linda Tillery’s Cultural Heritage 
Choir decided it was long past 
due to get a tattoo. With help 
and advice from a few 
volunteers, DeMore chose Ink 
Machine Custom Tattoo on 
Jasper Avenue and hada 
Guyanese symbol meaning 
“Accepting the power of God 
and Spirit,” sewn into her left 
shoulder. 


“I want to express some 
thoughts about the people who 
work the festival. I can't tell you 
how much I appreciate the 
kindness and consideration 
that's been shown to me,” she 
wrote in a recent e-mail. This 
year will mark the choir’s fifth 
appearance at EFMF. Their two- 
hour spiritual workshop Sunday 
morning is always earth-shaking. 
“Coming to Edmonton is a bit 
like coming home to me. I feel 
cared for, safe and happy and 
look forward to coming back 
every time.” 


This is not an exceptional story. 
It’s the norm. The festival has 
lasted 25 years and managed to 
attract stars like Joni Mitchell, 
Ani DiFranco, Emmylou Harris, 
Guy Clark and Elvis Costello 
because the organization has a 
reputation for pampering the 
talent and because music fans 
here are absurdly dedicated and 
resilient. 


More than a dozen years ago, 
Stephen Fearing played a 
workshop with The Oyster Band 
in a downpour. “It rained so

hard and long that we invited 
the whole sodden audience onto 
the stage and into the back of 
the tent where there was a little 
bit more shelter and then played 
our asses off for an hour or so,” 
says Fearing, who has performed 
here eight times, solo and with 
Blackie and the Rodeo Kings. 
“The mood in that steamy little 
tent was utterly magical and

joyous.” Although it’s gotten 


much bigger, the festival retains 
a familiar and familial vibe, he 
says. “As soon as I walk onto the 
site, I run into people that I 
know and love, people who have 
been my friends for many, many 
years.” 


Al Simmons is a EFMF 
institution. He performed at the

very first festival, and is on the 
roster this year for his eighth 
appearance. In 1980, he was 
hired as The Amazing, 
Perplexing, Sensational, Neat: 
Human Jukebox. “I stood in an 
out-house sized box and 
performed crazy skits and sang 
silly songs,” says Simmons. 
“From Day | I remember that 
the food, hospitality, stage crews 
and all the volunteers were

fantastic. I always feel as if I am 
treated like royalty at the 
Edmonton folk fest. Wherever I 
travel, I meet performers who 
tell me how much they liked 
performing at the Edmonton 
folk fest. It is an event that we 
always look forward to. It is like 
a family reunion.” 


Aside from the tattoo tale, 
DeMore has a couple of musical 
moments to remember. One was 
sharing the stage with Eric Bibb 
and Wilson Pickett four years 
ago. “It was one of those times 
you are glad you can sing,” she 
says. But the most fun was in 
1998 when the choir donned 
red socks and sneaked on stage 
when Barachois was performing. 
“We crashed the stage in our red 
socks, clogging like fools, all 
wearing different shoes and 
cracking them up. The audience 
was howling. We were 
magnificent in our silliness and 
the Barachois vowed to get us 
back. It was great fun.” 


Lynn Miles has had a few 
favourite moments from festivals 
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past, but one in particular stands 
out. Two years ago, she hosted a 
workshop with Greg Brown, 
Nick Lowe and Warren Zevon. “I 
was humbled to be there,” she 
says. “Warren wasn't feeling well, 
and found out the following 
week that he had terminal 
cancer. He was sweet and 
nervous, and I got to sing 
harmony on ‘Carmelita,’ a song 
I've been singing since I first 
picked up the guitar, I was so 
thrilled. He died a year later.” 


The Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival pulls together the 
awkward neophytes and the 
legends who inspired them, and 
in so doing, levels the playing 
field. There, elbow to elbow in 
the heat, wind and thunder, they 
have given us—and each 
other—their gift for 25 years. 


Jetlagged, hungover, tired, 


amused and sometimes 
incredulous, they change us for 
four days every year. And, it 
seems, we change them.

Edmonton, and in particular the 
University of Alberta, is extremely 
fortunate to house one of the two 
complete collections of one of the 
greatest musical resources in the 
world — the catalogue of 
Smithsonian Folkways Records. 


The entire catalogue was given to 
the University of Alberta in 1985 
by Folkways founder Moses Asch. 
He had a connection with 
Edmonton through his son 
Michael, who was then an 
anthropology professor at the 
university. But Asch also saw in 
Edmonton a place that was in 
touch with its past and willing to 
take risks to express itself 
artistically; a vibrant arts 
community; remarkable museums 
and galleries; a community with a 
major, diverse university; and 
especially CKUA, a radio station 
that provided a space for artistic 
and social expression with which 
he felt at home. 


From 1948 until his death in 

1986, Moses Asch’s company 
produced almost 2,200 recordings 
— an average of one record per 
week for 38 years. Examples of the 
Folkways treasures include: 


¢ performances by the Carter 
Family, Duke Ellington, 
Leadbelly, Bertolt Brecht, Phil 
Ochs, Bob Dylan, the New Lost 
City Ramblers, and Doc 
Watson; 


speeches, commentaries and 
poetry of Margaret Mead, 
Angela Davis, Langston 
Hughes, and W.E.B. DuBois; 


¢ instructional recordings for 
learning folk guitar and Latin; 

¢ music of Bosnia, the Caribbean, 
Cuba, Iran, Russia, Britain, 
France, and Mali; 

¢ folk music from Newfoundland, 
Québec, and Saskatchewan; 

¢ music of indigenous peoples; 

¢ sounds of birds, frogs, and 
steam engines. 


The depth and diversity of the 
Folkways Collection — and the 
extensive liner notes that 
accompany each recording — 
earned Asch credit as creator of a 
unique “Encyclopedia of Sound.” 


Fortunately the collection is not 
just gathering dust at the 
university. 


A new initiative, Folkways Alive!, 
launched last autumn by the 
University of Alberta and the 
Center for Folklife and Cultural 
Heritage at the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington D.C., is 
introducing a new generation of 
scholars to the collection, and 
ensuring it is a living piece of our 
collective culture. 


Folkways Alive! will explore the 
full potential of the Folkways 
legacy and, through digitization 
and archiving, will link this legacy 
with the excellence, diversity, and 
vitality of our local artists and the 
music industry. The initiative will 
provide resources to study and 
understand how people use music 
to connect, express, and create 
community and identity. It will 
explore and teach students how 
music allows us to communicate 
across cultural boundaries and 
create and maintain innovative 
communities. 


Michael Asch put it succinctly 
when he described his father’s 
vision as “...a place where the 
musical expression of human 
beings is used, not to demean or 
devalue, but as a means to find 
common ground within diversity 
and to allow for this free 
expression regardless of the size 
or power of the community that 
produces it.” 


Folkways Alive! is delighted to 
participate in the 25th anniversary 
season of the Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival and especially 
pleased to welcome Perfect Storm 
to Stage 3. Because powwow

singers are always outdoor 
performers, you can expect a 
special soundscape at the Folk 
Fest. Perfect Storm’s reputation in 
the aboriginal community across 
North America is based on both 
the quality of their music and 
their performance: they create 
most of their own songs and every 
member of the group composes 
songs, which is rare in a drum 
group. The number of invitations 
they receive to act as “host drum” 
for powwows speaks to their 
stature as “world class” 
performers. This sort of 
willingness to share traditions 
across Cultures illustrates the 
significant role Folkways Alive! — 
and the Folk Fest - can play in 
strengthening our understanding 
of community. 


To date, Folkways Alive! has 
presented a diverse offering of 
public performances: 


¢ Tommy Banks with the Tommy 
Banks Group, the Mahotella 
Queens, Mike Seeger, 
Quartette; 


¢ Huun Huur Tu, Throat Singers 
of Tuva (with Global Arts 
Concerts); 


¢ Ramblin’ Jack Elliott and Corb 
Lund. 
On-campus workshops 
complement the concerts, 
providing an educational 
opportunity for students and the 
public. Highlights of the 2004/05 
season include participation in 
the Edmonton Folk Music Festival 
and the opening of the public 
museum and archive at the 
University of Alberta.

Sean Rory Kolodychuk 
1977-2000 


A park 
bench near 
the site of 
the beer 
tent and 
Stage 1, 
where the 
great blues

August, is a 
perfect way to remember Sean 
Kolodychuk. 





The bench, inscribed with Sean’s 
name and placed there by friends 
and family, celebrates the kind of 
person he was. He loved music of 
all kinds. He loved partying with 
his friends, and they would meet 
at the beer tent each year. He also 
loved solitude, riding his 
motorcycle for hours with only his 
thoughts for company 


On November 21, 2000 he was on 
his way to the Tragically Hip 
concert with his sister, Jill, and 
their friends, when he fell from 
the escalator at the University 
LRT station, suffering massive 
brain injuries. His untimely death 
gave added hope to many families 
by the harvesting of his young, 
healthy tissues and organs, which 
was his wish. 


Sean started going to the 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival 
before he was old enough to 
attend school. He and Jill 
wandered the site while their 
mother, Brooke, sold her quilted 
fabric creations in the craft tent. 
They raced from one end to the 
other, played at the children’s 
area and loved following the stilt 
walker. They enjoyed sliding 
down the huge hill in that era 
before it was totally covered with 
tarps. If it was muddy, they would 
slide, roll and dance until they 
were almost unrecognizable. In 
the evening the family would 
gather on their tarp, where Sean 
loved to light the candles at dusk. 


Sean loved the festival to the end 
of his life. His friends and family 
continue to attend, and every year 
they spend a few quiet moments 
sitting on this bench. 


Art Jardine 
1904 - 2004

There aren’t too many people of 
his age group who get to the folk 
festival, but Art Jardine was a 
stalwart fan until the end of his 
long life. 


Art died peacefully at home on 
May 24. He lived in his house in 
Old Strathcona for over half a 
century. A multi-generation 
Prince Edward Islander, Art 
followed his fortunes westward 
and eventually settled here. His 
family continued the westward 
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migration, most — including three 
great-great-grandchildren — now 
residing on the B.C. coast. Art is 
especially remembered for his 
storytelling, and his vivid first- 
hand accounts of the last century. 


His daughter-in-law, Betty Jardine, 
was a founding director of the 
EFMF, and his grandson Keith 
Jardine is past-president and a 15- 
year director of the Vancouver 
Folk Music Festival. 


Art was a guest at many of our 
festivals, and will be remembered 
and missed by all who enjoyed his 
company. 


Roberta Magnusson 
1952 - 1999 


There wasn’t a lot of glory in 
Roberta’s 
job at the 
festival, but 
the 
organization 
would 
hardly be 
the same 
without her 
huge 
efforts 
behind the 
scene. 





She started as a volunteer in 1989, 
and within a year quit her job at 
the Edmonton Journal to run the 
festival office. Much of that is 
painstaking work, dealing with 
minutiae of keeping the office 
going and dealing with those 
important grant applications. 


A native of Gimli, Manitoba, she 
earned the nickname of “Auntie” 
for the way she had of keeping 
everything ship-shape. She could 
strongly defend the festival, but at 
the same time had a huge heart. 


Roberta was diagnosed with 
breast cancer in 1997 — the day 
after CKUA went off the air. The 
disease never took her spirit, and 
she managed to hang on for two 
years. Fittingly, a bench with her 
name inscribed on it sits at the 
top of the hill in Gallagher Park, 
just inside the festival boundary.

Simone Gareau remembers well 
that Saturday night in 1986 
when she worked main stage as 
she had done for years. She felt 
fine but was a little distracted. 
No wonder. Later that night, 
she went into labour for her 
first child. 


Her mother-in-law, Agnes 
Brennan, has, like Gareau, 
volunteered with the festival 
since the first show in Goldbar 
Park in 1980. For 25 years, 
Brennan and husband Jim have 
performed a variety of jobs 
from co-ordinating bingos to 
security. Agnes gets a cake most 


years and it's not just because of 


her dogged commitment 
through flush years and thin. 
Her birthday, August 8, usually 
falls on or around the festival 
weekend. "Jim never has to 
worry about shopping for me,” 


she says. "He just goes to the 
festival craft store." 


They are a devoted folk fest 
family but they're also part of a 
larger extended clan which 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival 
artistic director Terry Wickham 
endearingly calls "the largest 
functional family in 
Edmonton,"—the volunteers. 


Members include those with 
glamour posts like Lynda 
Talviste in hotel hospitality. 
Every year, familiar musicians 
return and new friends arrive 
and Talviste's crew makes 
Edmonton feel like home for 
everyone. Paul Otto has a 
decidedly un-glamorous job. He 
now co-ordinates the traffic 
crew he has served for more 
than 15 years and still endures 
with aplomb the wrath of miffed

commuters denied a place to 
park. 


From cleaning plates to ferrying 
musicians to stores; from 
picking up garbage to chopping 
vegetables; from sitting on the 
lonely perimeter to capturing 
performers on film—nearly 
2,000 volunteers schlep, mix, 
haul, sweep, shovel, drive, pour, 
hawk, type, soothe, count, mop, 
bundle, monitor, paint, chop, 
fill, borrow, decorate, 
troubleshoot, tally and wash so 
that thousands more can enjoy 
four days of the most diverse 
folk music this global village has 
to offer. And they've done so for 
a quarter century. 


The music is obviously one 
reason they return. The family 
reunion is another. "We've had 
such a wonderful life of it," says 


Agnes, adding Jim so endeared 
himself to a member of his crew, 
she asked him to give her away at 
her wedding. Agnes also served 
as "best man" for the wedding of 
a site electrician in Victoria. 


Lori Scott loves the festival so 
much she cleans toilets and 
floors all year to secure her spot 
in the folk fest family. Scott 
worked on site crew and 
nighthawks security until she 
got pregnant two years ago and 
found the work incompatible. 
Volunteer coordinator Vicki 
Fannon said the folk fest office 
needed periodic cleaning and, 
rather than hire a maid service, 
launched a new crew. Scott's 
now part of the Gleam Team. 
"The way you're treated, it's so 
wonderful," says Scott. "They 
really make you feel 
appreciated." 


Carol Ann Johnson has the 
tedious job of counting tickets 
at the gate. Hers too is a family 
affair. Husband Ric is gate crew 
coordinator, daughter Emily 
puts bands on wrists and son 
Daniel sells festival programs. "I 
got talked into it," says Carol 
Ann. "My husband got involved 
one year and I thought, no, I 
don't want to work the festival. 
Then I got jealous of all the 
stuff—the food, the parties." 
Carol Ann gets around ina 
wheelchair but she says there 
are plenty of sit-down jobs. You 
might see her on the grounds 
with her service dog, Barley, a 
golden lab who pulls her 
wheelchair over the grass. 
Organizers have promised 
Barley a T-shirt this year. 


Edmonton family practitioner

First Aid tent, has been credited 
with single-handedly recruiting 
dozens of volunteers through 25 
years of folk fest service. He 
claims he has camped out at 
every festival since 1980. Early 
on, he'd camp in the area now 
occupied by stages 3 to 6. These 
days, he parks his old camper in 
the backyard of a generous 
Cloverdale patient. "It's been a 
very enjoyable feature of my 
summer,” he says. 


Volunteers have met and 
married. Babies have been 
born, grown and volunteered 
themselves. And maybe those 
kids will meet their soul mates 
in the vegetarian line at the 
festival kitchen this year. We can 
only hope. We'll need a few 
more hands to take care of the 
next 25 years.
